Expendable 


The Stevenson speech came at 
a time when two powerful voices 
—Time Magazine and Business 
Week—neither ever supporters of 
the Democratic party or its nom- 
inee—have said this same thing. 
True, they did not say it as well. 
But they said it with strength. 
They realized that the administra- 
tion cannot exist half Eisenhower 
and half McCarthy. And they 
have seen the tragic cost of 
appeasement. 

There is evidence especially 
from Time magazine's editorial 
comment that the Eisenhower 
supporters, those who fought for 
him at the Chicago convention 
and who won him the nomina- 
tion, now see that the future of 
the Republic demands the func- 
tioning of a genuine two-party 
system.

jchine does for arithmetic. 


This machine, which Prof. 
Holmes planned and built him- 
self, is about the size of an old- 
fashioned table-model radio. It's a 
complex hookup: of electrical cir- 
cuits and switches: seven switches 
of five gangs, each with 12 con- 
tacts plus 16 double-pole, double- 
throw relays, and 15 toggle 
switches.

Into Church 
Within State 


A total of 4,711 persons joined 
the Presbyterian Church in Geor- 
gia during the nine months from 
April through December, 1953. Of 
these, 1,468 were received on pro- 
fession of faith and 3,243 by letter.

Pursley believes that institutional 
care is being sought as a “‘first 
resort’’ rather than a ‘“‘last resort’’

Consequently, for a _ five-cent 
postage due charge, the robbed 
citizen receives his money carrier 
in the mail — compliments of the 
U.S. Post Office Department. 

Or, if the owner likes, the 
snitched satchel can be claimed 
at the post office. ‘‘We let them 
know we have the wallet whenever 
possible,’”’ the postal official added. 


“Mailing” the emptied billfolds 
seems a long practiced custom in 
Atlanta for Sam Welch has found 
‘“‘dozens’’ during his daily pickup 
of mail from street boxes around 
town since 1946. 

The collection carrier, one of 
three in the business district, said, 
“We all find wallets when pick- 
pockets start working the town.” 

Most he remembers found in one 
day was eight — by all three 
collectors. 


$20 BILL INSIDE 


“T found a wallet in a Peachtree 
street box once and the carrier 
across the street had one in his 
box the same day. Mine was 
empty, but the other fellow said 
a $20 bill was in the secret com- 
partment of his.”’ 


The pickpockets are usually 
more thorough, the foreman re- 
ports. They occassionally take 
everything, even the cards. 


Portwood said the collectors spot 
most of the discarded billfolds but 
now and then one will ‘‘show up’”’ 
in the middle of the big table when 
the letters are spread and dis- 
tributed. 


The carriers sometimes bring in 
billfolds loaded with money, which 
usually turn out to be accidentally 
mailed or retrieved by someone 
on the street who wants it returned 
to the owner. 


A few cases indicated the wallet 
was stolen and the thief was in 
a hurry to get rid of the evidence. 

Street mail boxes are not the 
sole deposit point for pickpockets. 
They drop them in the letter chute; 
in the waste baskets or behind 
counters in the post office. 


MOST ARE WOMEN’S

returned there are women’s — the 
easiest touch for nimble fingers.

Diversified Economy 
Is Way to Prosperity 


Statistics on average family income 
in 18 Georgia counties, presented recently 


in a civie club talk in Statesboro and then . 


in the Bulloch Herald, point definitely to 
the dollar-and-cents gain of balancing ag- 
riculture with industry. 


The table shows that in Bulloch Coun- 
ty, pop. 27,300, 8,750 persons are classi- 
fied as employed. Of that group 49 per 
cent are listed as employed in agriculture 
as opposed to 6 per cent in industry. The 
others, it is assumed, are in trade, trucking 
and allied fields. 


The median family income in Bulloch 
ts $1,031, which ranks the county 16th 
among the 18 under study. 


Coweta County has a population of only 
500 above that of Bulloch, but the number 
of employed is 10,700—18 per cent in ag- 
riculture and 36 per cent in industry. The 
Coweta median family income is $1,690. 
The rank is 8th. 


Of a population of 26,000 in Upson 
County, the total employment is 10,100 
with the proportion between the farm and 
the factory 9 to 52. The Upson family 
income median is $2,329. The county ranks 
third among the 18. 


The comparison has gone far enough to 
show that agriculture plus industry means 
more money in the pocket, hence greater 
purchasing power, a better market and a 
better living ‘standard. No doubt in the 
counties that have industry many persons 
classified as “industrial” find that short 
factory hours give them time to farm on 
the side. And that is good, too. 


Regardless of how the figures are con- 
sidered, they add up to diversification of 
employment as the way to a stronger, 
healthier economy. Most Georgia counties 
see that and are aggressively promoting 
industrial development.

Economic Future Is 
An Exciting Prospect 


Economic experts are not alarmed 
about the current leveling-off in American 
business. It is, they say, a normal read- 
justment from the peak of defense spend- 
ing and consumer demand. They expect 
the readjustment to stabilize itself along 
a plateau of activity that will still be 
higher than in any postwar year. 

' The magazine Business Week, reliable 
analytical publication of economic trends, 
points out another factor that will oper- 
ate in the economy for the next few years. 
It is the coming of age of the “hollow gen- 
eration,” the reflection of the low birth 
rate during the depression years. 

- “Those babies,” says the magazine edi- 
torially, “now young adults, are beginning 
to marry and form families. Since there 
were not many babies, there will be rela- 
tively few new family formations in the 
next few years. This will mean a drop in 
demand for the things new families need.” 
- But ahead, five to eight years away, 
is a possibility of the greatest expansion 


period in the history of the American 
economy. 

¥No one knows how high it (the new 
peak) really is,” says Business Week, 
“but the size of its base has intoxicated 
many an economist’s imagination. Just as 
the hollow generation is now with us, so 
will a new wave of customers help stimu- 
late the economy’s growth then.” 

The huge birth rate of the past 15 
years is the stimulus about which the 
magazine speaks. This bumper crop of 
babies will begin to reach maturity in the 
late 1950s. A steady stream of new adults 
will join the consuming public. They’!l 
have a trait, too, that is common with all 
Americans and the greatest force behind 
economic growth: 

‘“They’)}l have an insatiable urge to bet- 
ter their standard of living—better it con- 
tinually every year of their working 
lives.” 

While we prepare to meet this period, 
however, American business must meet 
the challenge by keeping the economic 
machinery in good working order. If it 
does, the future possibilities are unlimited.

Even a Robot World 
Will Have Its IsSues 


At the risk of sounding reactionary, we 
cannot help wondering what steps the hu- 
man being will take to adjust himself to 
the completely mechanical world of to- 
morrow. 


Dr. Paul D. Foote, noted scientist and 
former vice president of the Gulf Oil 
Corp., said in Atlanta Thursday that the 
world of tomorrow “may have as little 
place for the clerk as the world of today 
has for the galley slave.” 

It is true that machines have replaced 
much of man’s muscular toil and the proc- 
ess is still going on. If we knew all the 
secrets now being planned in the nation’s 
labératories to eliminate manual labor, we 
would see all kinds of problems for the fu- 
ture. 

In this new world ahead, however, dis- 
placement of muscle power is to be accom- 
panied by a similar substitution of ‘“think- 
ing machines” for man’s mind. Bookkeep- 
ers, clerks, typists and paper shufflers will 
be displaced by automatic little machines 
that are more accurate and much less tem- 
peramental. 

Will this new society be a robot civ- 
ilization? What will happen to all the 
people who will be relieved of using their 
minds? 

These questions and more must be an- 
swered. They will be answered if these 
minds that are being relieved of mechani- 
cal problems will turn themselves to the 
more important issues that man’s techni- 


~ cal progress has sired. We hope this is at 


least part of what Dr. Foote had in mind 
when he said the machine would free these 
people for “more productive effort.”

Mason-Dixon Line came to mean 
the demarcation between slave and 
free states and after emancipation, 
North and South. (Actually, the 
free-slave division was set by the 
Missouri Compromise in 1820. That 
Congressional agreement said Mis- 
souri was to come into the Union 
as a slave state and Maine as a 
free one and that thereafter, the 
line of 36 degrees 30 minutes lati- 
tude would be the great divide.) 

The Mason-Dixon origin, as set 
forth in a clipping by mail from 
Homer Sanford of Atlanta, was 
like this: The line actually was 
surveyed by two Englishmen, 
Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dix- 
on, between 1763 and 1767 to settle 
the boundary between the colonies 
of Maryland and Pennsylvania. 
The survey arose from land line 
dissension between the Lord Balti- 
more family and the Penns, pro- 
prietors of the two colonies re- 
spectively. 

The line runs along the parallel 
39 degrees 42 minutes 26.3’’. Origi- 
nally, it was marked by milestones, 
every fifth one bearing on one 
side the Penn coat of arms and on 
the other the Baltimore insignia. 


SPEAKING of origins, according 
to a regular Athens contributor 
who cherishes anonymity, the 
town of Pavo, astride the Brooks- 
Thomas County line, got its name 
because a resident knew Latin. 

The Athenian says that when the 
railroad came through and the 
settlement was incorporated, two 
families, the Adams and the Pea- 
cock clans, fussed over whether 
the place would become Adams- 
ville or Peacock. With the issue 
deadlocked, a Peacock came forth 
to say, “We are going to make 
this an important city. Let’s give 
it & name easy to remember, easy 
to write, one that is short. Let's 
call it ‘Pavo.’ " 

Both sides agreed, the name was 
adopted and the Post .Office De 
partment notified. 

“Pavo” is Latin for Peacock.

This young 
person, like the early and later 
Christian disciples, is out of step 
with his age because he hears a 
distant drummer. 

Christ said, “If any man serve 
me, let him follow me” (John 
12:26). If Christ’s commands con- 
flict with the popular commands 
of our day, the Christian must 
hearken to distant drums. 


The facts are that the latest statistics on construction are sensa- 
tional in their revelation of an unprecedented building boom. They 
show that the combined figures for January and February are the 


highest in all history; America’s 


purchasing power is being in- 
creased by more than $1 billion 
in only two months. 

Morigage money is beginning 
to flow freely and projects which 
were delayed last year are being 
approved every day now with 
plenty of financing available from 
the insurance companies and 
other lending instrumentalities. 


The figures for new residence 
construction just compiled for 
February are way ahead of Jan- 
uary, 1954 and way ahead of Feb- 
ruary, 1953. So also are the 
figures for nonresidential con- 
struction which are far ahead of 
the same two months a year ago. 


All this does not take into ac-~. 


count the expansion that is com- 
ing in highway construction. 
When this gains the momentum 
expected it is likely that the en- 
tire boom will prove that the 
politicians in Washington had an 
unnecessary case of jitters. The 
Democrats in Congress who have 
been using the word “depression” 
so often in their speeches and 
a few Republicans who have 
grown timid and have called for 
tax exemptions in order te in- 
crease purchasing power will 
have red faces when all the facts 


become known about the 
creases in construction. 

It could happen, of course, that 
a political-minded Congress by 
slashing the government’s tax 
revenues recklessly might do un- 
told harm to the economy and 
bring on the very recession that 
it intended to cure. Before act- 
ing on some of the pending tax 
proposals for deep cuts in reve- 
nue, Congress might better study 
the figures on new construction 
and back up Secretary Humphrey 
in his fight to save the American 
dollar from being reduced dras- 
tically in purchasing power, This 
collapse could come about if the 
federal budget were unbalanced 
by many billions in the ensuing 
year. For an unbalanced budget 
can destroy the confidence of the 
public and kill off plans for busi- 
ness expansion whereas ‘the 
American economy can go on to 
record heights of prosperity if 
Congress doesn’t pass hampering 
laws. 

The stage is set for an end to 
the business readjustment that 
began when the fighting stopped 
in Korea. An era of sound ex- 
pansion now is in sight.

Fendig reports that they are now leaving his billboards alone so 
there isn’t any danger of the dairy products down in Brunswick 
tasting like chili and hot tamales. 

The second cheering thing to happen today was a visit from 
Mr. John Bernard Billingsley, a self-taught cartoonist of many 
years’ experience, who, from all accounts, is operating a flour- 
ishing laugh business in the back of his wife's clothing store down 
in Griffin. 


Mr. Billingsley set up his studio in the back room with the 
idea of drawing laugh-provoking panels for the magazines of the 
nation when he didn’t have a customer to wait on. But Mr. 
Billingsley’s art has sold as fast as his wife’s line of ladies’ 
ready-to-wear, he tells me, and now he’s spending more and more 
time over the drawing board and less time asking the historic 
question, ‘‘M’elp you?’’ when the front door opens.

J. B. Billingsley is a native of Cedartown, the son of a 
picture-painting mother and a movie-scenery painting father. 
He followed his father to Hollywood and put in his apprenticeship 
painting backdrops for old movies. He never had any formial art 
lessons but when he was 16 he sold a political carton to a Phoenix, 
Ariz., newspaper by virtue of the fact that in the midst of a 
political-police department-gang war all maturer, soberer car- 
toonists were scared to take the job. The first picture sold for $50 
and young J. B. thought he was set for life and immediately 
started drawing five more when a delegation of citizens (he 
doesn't know if they were gangster or politicians) paid him a 
call and he darned near gave up cartooning forever. 

“It was many a month before I had the nerve to pick up a 
pencil,”” he said. 


But the really cheering thing about Mr. Billingsley is that 
he is a free-lance artist who is apparently enjoying a fair amount 
of success by dint of the old-fashioned virtue of perseverance. 
He tells me he keeps 600 cartoons in the mail at all times. A 
fair number of these sell to local trade publications. In fact, he 
counts the approximately 150 Atlanta trade publishers as his 
bread and meat. 


Occasionally he sells something to a national magazine of 
specialized interest. (He named Writer’s Digest and TV News.) 
‘And ®nce in awhile he tells me he gets a check from one of the 
rich, slick magazines. 

‘I've sold everything I ever drew,’’ Mr. Billingsley said. 
‘‘Sometimes a drawing has been rejected by every art editor 
I can think of and I work it around and do it over and think of 
somebody else to send it to. It’s not talent I’ve got. There are hun- 
dreds of starving artists who are better than I am. It’s just that 
I don’t discourage easy.’’ 

That cheers me.
